SUBJECT. HE HAS NOT UNVEILED IT BEFORE DIPLOMATIC COLLEAGUES. 

3. ON THE LAST POINT OF REFTEL, IT IS OUR IMPRESSION THAT HEPPLING IS 
HIGHLY REGARDED BY HIS COLLEAGUES BOTH IN THE GOT AND USAID WITH WHOM 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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HE HAS WORKED CLOSELY. 
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4. IN SUMMARY, WE SEE HEPPLING AS AN EXTREMELY COMPETENT UNDP 
ADMINISTRATOR WHO ENJOYS THE GENERAL CONFIDENCE OF TURKS, BUT WE 
DOUBT HE WOULD BE VIEWED AS AN EXPERT ON AGRICULTURAL MATTERS
